Spanish Troops Unable 
to 
Check 
Their Advance 
or 
Prevent the 
W ork of D evastation— Authorities 
Admit the Gravity of the Situation— 
Non-Combatants at the Capitol. 


H avana, Jan. 6.—H avana spent a 
day of nervousness and anxiety yester­ 
day and was in hourly apprehension of 
an attack by the insurgent arm y or a 
p art of it. 
Saturday the bands com­ 
manded by Nunez and Bermudez were 
seen at Managua, a village not more 
than tw’elve miles from Havana. 
The Spanish authorities have m ain­ 
tained a cordon of m ilitary forces run­ 
ning from H avana to the town of Bata­ 
bano, on the south coast, since the in­ 
vasion of M atanzas province by the in­ 
surgents, beyond which they hoped to 
prevent the advance of the destroying 
columns of their enemies. This cor-

oeyona its lorce as a confession cnat tne 
Spanish forces are badly handicapped 
by the lack of mounted troops and are 
practically helpless against the cavalry 
forces of the insurgents. 
Many hundreds of non-com batant in­ 
habitants of the island have come to 
H avana to aw ait the passing of the 
storm. Still more have sent their wives 
and fam ilies here as a safe refuge. This 
class of the population is in a state of 
utter consternation and 
dismay, and 
spreads an infectious spirit of 
panic 
through all other circles. 
The authorities no longer make th« 
slightest concealment of the serious 
view they take of the situation, and 
there are some who do not hesitate to 
rail at the Spanish generals and the 
troops and m ake bitter criticism s of 
them. There has been great fear th a t 
the light and w ater supply of the city 
would be cut off by a sudden raid of the 
insurgent forces. The idea of the city 
being left in total darkness for the un­ 
seen working of plots and seditions is 
itself enough to work a panic in the 
nervous condition of the public mind. 
All possible recruits have been enlisted 
for the defense of the city and the avail­ 
able ground about the city has been 
filled w ith batteries of artillery, which 
are manned night and day.

Campos Issues a Manifesto. 
Tam pa, Fla., Jan. 6.—An American 
passenger arriving from Cuba last night 
reports th at the Cubans are

According 
to his statem ent Gomez has 22,000 men.

GEN. MAXIMO GOMEZ, 
don has proved no more effective th an 
did the line of La Trocha which was 
laid to keep th e insurgents out of Santa 
C lara province. 
This line was broken 
on Saturday by the forces under Gomez 
and the m ain body of the insurgents 
yesterday passed into the province of 
P in ar del Rio, and are now overrunning 
th a t province with fire and the sword. 
T he passage was effected near Batabano 
a t Pozo Redondo, and Gomez burned 
the village of Gabriel on the way and 
partially destroyed the towns of G uira 
Melena and of Alquizar. The work of 
destruction in H avana province has 
been as complete as was th at in Ma­ 
tanzas, and the sugar lands of P inar del 
Rio are fast being put in the same deso­ 
late condition.

Bond Bill Will be the First to 
Receive 
Consideration— The W ar Scare in 
Europe 
May M ake 
Capitalists 
There Hold Their 
Gold— General 
W ashington Events. 


W ashington, Jan. 6.—The senate is 
not in session today, but it is expected 
to resum e the work of the session in 
earnest Tuesday. 
The finance com­ 
m ittee has promised to report both the 
bond bill and the revenue tariff bill on 
that day, and it may be reasonably ex­ 
pected th at if this promise is kept the 
debate during the rem ainder of the 
week and for some tim e afterw ard will 
be based upon these bills. 
The bond bill probably will be the 
lirst of the two measures to receive a t­ 
tention, and it is considered probable 
that a fortnight may be devoted to its 
consideration. 
The republicans also 
are hopeful of being able to dispose of 
tHe tariff bill in th e same length of 
time. 
They have received assurances 
from individual democratic leaders th at 
they will not resort to dilatory tactics 
to prevent the early disposal of either 
of the bills. This does not mean, how­ 
ever, th at they will not insist upon a 
thorough debate upon them. 
Senator E lkins’ bond resolution holds 
ta place on the calendar as the unfin­ 
ished business, and is in a position to 
furnish a basis of discussion until the 
finance committee bills shall be report­ 
ed. 
If it should not be acted upon be­ 
fore these reports are made it is yet 
uncertain w hether the resolution would 
be pressed, but the chances are that it 
would be. 
The finance committee meets again 
this afternoon, by which time it is pre­ 
sumed the silver m ajority of the com­ 
m ittee will have proposed its substitute 
for the bond bill, which will provide for 
free coinage.

European Capitaling Likely to Need the 
Yellow Metal at Home. 
New York, Jan. 6.—The possibility 
of a European war was coupled with the 
proposed bond issue as a subject for dis­ 
cussion by financiers yesterday. It was 
argued by some that this war talk was 
more disturbing in London than a doz­ 
en dispatches 
about the Venezuelan 
boundary, and will have the effect of 
pi eventing foreign capitalists from tak­ 
ing our bonds for the reason that they 
will want to keep their gold at home. 
This will be true not only in England, 
but in Germany, France and Holland, 
for all Europe is disturbed by the 
Transvaal affair, and so long as there 
is a possibility of w ar between any two 
European countries, the capitalists of 
all will keep their yellow metal as if it 
were gunpowder needed for defense. 
The effect of this new turn of affairs 
was discussed in every phase and it 
was generally concluded that its effect 
will be to strengthen the backbone of 
the United States when the country is 
thrown on its own resources. 
It is thought that the chances for a 
settlem ent of the Venezuelan dispute 
have been greatly improved by the fact 
that Salisbury has enough on his hands 
already and as this feeling is general, 
it will establish renewed confidence in 
W all street. 
The opinion in regard to the foreign 
situation wTas strengthened by the an­ 
nouncement again made th at the Roth­ 
schilds will have nothing to do with 
the new' bond issue. 
The London Times 
first made this statem ent, but it was re­ 
garded then as a bluff. 
The action of 
the Belmonts indicates, how’ever, th at 
the Rothschilds m eant w hat they said, 
but the opinion of financiers is that the 
great European house was influenced 
by the prospects of better opportuni 
ties for investm ent rather than any ob 
jection to Uncle Sam ’s securities. 
The plan which met with most favor 
among W all street men who are opposed 
to the syndicate is to have the secre­ 
tary of the treasury communicate with 
national and state banks to ascertain 
how many bonds each could take at 
about 110. 
The banks could then ascer­ 
tain from customers w hat amount of the 
bonds would be bought by them anc 
with the am ount the banks would take 
themselves it is argued th at at least 
$100,000,000 and possibly more could be 
disposed of like hot cakes. 
Although a great many financiers 
think a public loan w'ould not be a suc­ 
cess, others claim th at objections to it 
have been created and circulated by 
bankers opposed to the plan for per 
sonal reasons.

Colonial Secretary Cham berlain has 
telegraphed asking if it were true that 
Dr. Jam eson w'as shot, adding th at Mr. 
Rhodes had telegraphed 
positive de­ 
nial of the rumored gathering of a 
second force of the Chartered 
South 
Africa company’s troops at Buluwrayo. 
President Krueger has replied th a t he 
had given no orders to shoot freeboot­ 
ers who had been taken prisoners, but 
that they would be punished according 
to law. 
He said th at they had been 
treated with the greatest consideration 
by the burghers, despite the fact th at 
the latter had more than once been 
forced to take up arm s in defense of 
the republic. 
President Krueger adds: “Ou- con­ 
fidence in Mr. Rhodes has received such 
a rude shock th at his repudiation of the

TW O T H O U S A N D DIED. 


Slaughter of Christians a t Oraah Was 
a Terrible Affair. 
Constantinople, Jan. 6.—The recent 
massacre at Oraah is said to have been 
a terrible affair. The official dispatches 
adm it th at 900 Christians were killed, 
but according to private accounts about 
2,‘JOO C hristians were killed. No further 
details of the m assacre have been re­ 
ceived.

The outrage is believed to 
have been committed by the Kurds and 
Hamedieh colony.

en ts com pressed into

blocks. 
S trictly speaking, then, these bricks 
are form ed of a m ixture of which cork 
is the m ost ch aracteristic and im por­ 
ta n t elem ent.

non-absorbent,

hence inodorous; it presents the m in i­ 
mum resistance to traction; it is plas­ 
tic under passing loads, and th u s does 
aw ay w ith th e vibration 
caused by 
heavy team ing, one of the m ost aisa- 
greeable features of our narrow , con­ 
gested 
streets. 
The 
blocks are im ­ 
bedded in ta r and rest upon a concrete 
base six inches thick.”
